and thresh it by hand. 

The "board also tentatively 
agreed. to plant another 320 acres | 
of‘ramie on the ‘prison grounds | 
“for the Florida Ramie Products| 
Co, which Mayo and Gray said 
will have its processing plant in 
operation by Feb, 1. 

Ramie ‘now is grown on about 
406 acres of the Belle Glade Farm 
for the ¢ofhpany, which pays ‘an 
annual rental of $25 and acre plus 
$2.50 d ton for ramie it harvests. | 
Mayo estimated the State will net 
$100 an acre a .year from the 
plantings.
